As expected, Manager Brian 
Lee dropped Barry Davies in 
midfield moving Robb 
Williams into midfield and 
bringing back Mick Holifield. 
At full back Ian Rundle 
replaced the inconsistent Paul 
Birdseye. 

This formation certainly 
didn’t seem the answer to 
Wanderers’ problems, mainly 
due to the fact that Williams 
went through a nightmare 90 
minutes and against his 
brother Andy in the Enfield 
goal too! Not only did Rob 
fire three efforts high over the 
top but his general game suf- 
fered badly. 

Holifield did his job by 
scoring his third goal of the 
season in the opening minutes 
of the second half but he 
wasn't consistently dangerous 
enough. The one real success 
was Jan Rundle — a vastly 
improved player. 


Tony Amos wasted two ear- 
ly chances by ‘heading over 
before Tony Turley replied for 
Enfield, Maskell coming out 
well to smother the danger. 
‘But after 21 minutes he was 
left well beaten by the same 


player. 
Young Tony Gibson, a 
trialist with Luton Town, 


disposed Holifield and beat 
three men en route to goal. A 
slip through to Turley saw the

Wycombe’s top scorer is still 
John Delaney with 4. 

The same player was on the 
spot again eight minutes later, 
lobbing home a difficult shot 
over the helpless Maskell to 
put Enfield two up.
